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A story running in Harper’s Bazaar 
by Walter Besant of a fortune amassed 
by a miser seeking for heirs gives for 
us a local ilavor by crossing the Atlan- 
tic and placing a couple of these heirs 
in a neighboring village. A conversa- 
tion iptroducing’Chapter xii. of ‘Be-} 
yond the Dreams of avarice,’’ goes on 
after this fashion: 

This conversation took. place in a 
small house—a wooden house, painted 
a light yellowish broun, with a green 
porch and green jalousies, and-at the 
side a small orchard, The house stood 
in the main street of a little New Eng- 
land town which has a special industry 
in chair legs, It was quite. a small 
house, containing only one sitting-room, 
a veranda, a kitchen, and two or three 
bedrooms. Of the two ladies who 
lived in this house one, the elaer, was 
a Jady of a certain age, who had a lit- 
tle—a very little money. The other, 
her niece, a girl of twenty-one or two, 
was engaged as cashier in the most con- 
siderable factory of chair legs in the 
place. The appearance of the elder 
lady, formal in her manner, precise in 
her dress, indicated the great respecta- 
bility of the family. Nobody, 1a Tact; 
could be more respectable. 

‘Tewksbury, Massachusetts, is a town 
in which the feminine element largely 
predominates, The girls, you see, take 
all the places, berths, and appointments 
and do all the work at half the pay that 
should be given to the men for the 
same work. Therefore Ahe men—the 
few men who are born /in this town— 
go away West, and the women, thus 
achieving their independence are en- 
tirely ‘happy. The future of. Tewks- 
bury, Massachusetts, is uncertain, but 
as the greater part ofa chair leg can 
be made by women as well as by men, 
it is calculated that another fifty years 
will see the end of the town. This 
will be a pity, because it is a very pret- 
ty place, and in the summer most um- 
brageous with shade trees. Yet who 
would not rather be a cashier to a chair- 
leg factory than a mere wife and a meek 
mother, slaving for a; husband and for: 
children? Tewksbury stands for many, 
other places—we ourselves, if we live 
slong enough, may witness the destruc- 

tion of our own towns, when women 
have fully-resolved—on-_their independ- 
enceand have driven the men out of 
the country. 

In the town of Tewksbury, not only 
do women predominate, but women 
rule. Theirs is the literary society; 
theirs is the circulating library; | they 
form the committee for the lecture pro- 
gramme; they get up the school and 
church feasts and treats and social teas 
aad,summef picnics. It is a Ladies’ 
Paradise, with as little as possible of 
the other sex, and, in fact, there are 
very few husbands and no marriageable 
bachelors, and the boys have to sit on

She is of the old, 
unsparing sort, and they, artistic, orig- 
inal, clever, modern people, have no 
place for her either in their theories or 
their interests. With these her notions 
can scarcely be expected to agree either, 
yet the complaints come not from her, 


but from them. They are not complaints 
in words. They are.complaints crystal- 
lized into entire .disregard for the old 
school, which does not, as it cannot, 
wholly sympathize with them. It seems 
to take an outsider, like myself, to see 
what I do see—that without this erect, 
white haired ancestress, who is appar- 

. ently so separate from them all, wives 
and husbands both would have to teach 
themselves the fortitude which she com- 
municates merély by her presence.

This was manifestly weak, as the 
only obvious reason why the Alpine 
peasants sung was that they might af. 
ford a rhyme for the youth’s response 
in an‘unknown tongue. A second trial 
at the verse, however, not only failed to 
improve it, but.arranged if in such 
form that it is difficult to believe Long- 
fellow guilty of the fault. The last two 
lines of the verse were made to read: 

A youth who bore a pear! of price, 
A banner with the strange device. 

There are not many, even among the 
magazine poets of today, who would 
consent to refer to a banner as ‘‘a pearl 
of price.’’ But the poet had by this time 
three lines to his liking, and the substi- 
tution.of ‘‘a youth who bore ’mid snow 
and ice’’ completed the verse as it has 
been read and spoken throughont the 
length and breadth of the land, all of 
which goes to show that’ the genius of 
the poet is in the conception, and that 
the production of the poem, being quite 
another matter, lies solely in the direc- 
tion of patient labor. —Chicago manson

In despair at last. some one suggested 
that matters be hurried, so that the 
body might adjourn and get-away from 
the flies. There were a few mild pro- 
tests, but no one heeded them, the im- 
mortal declaration was hurriedly copied, 
and, with handkerchiefs in hand fight- 
ing flies as they came, the members 
hastened up to the table to sign the au- 
thentic copy and leave the flies in the 
lurch. 

Had it not been for the livery stable 
and its inmates there is no telling when 
the document would have been com- 
pleted, but it certainly would not have

More Facts About Alson B. Abbott. 


Since our last issue we have received a 
copy of the Weekly Star ofGlens Falls, 
N. Y.,.. giving more and accurate facts 
about the death of Hon. Alson B. Ab- 
bott, formerly of this town. According 
to this report, the facts are as follows: 


_“Mr. Abbott's son Alson was about to 
start on a hunting trip. Mr. Abbott, 
always careful and methodical, took 
the breech-loading shot-gun which the 
young man intended to use-into a small 
room adjoining his library for the pur- 
pose of cleaning it. Meantime, Alson 
was eating his breakfast in the dining 
room, which adjoined the library on the 
north. A few minutes later the report 
of a gun startled the family, who rushed 
to Mr. Abbott's office and found him 
lying on the floor. Messages were sent 
out for physicians at once and Dr. 
Henning was the first torespond. There 
was no need of his services, however, for 
Mr. Abbott was dead. The charge of 
shot had entered the left side of his neck, 
severing the jugular vein and passing, 
through the unfortunate man’s head. In 
the physician’s opinion death was ‘in- 
stantaneous. ~ 9 

There are several theories as to how 
the accident occurred, but the most rea- 
sonable is that of Dr. Henning. He thinks, 
that Mr, Abbott, after cleaning the gun, 
had placed a shell in it to test the ex- 
tractor, and then leaned over to ae up 
something from the desk near which he 
stood. r. Abbott might at the same 
instant have struck the butt of the gun 
on the floor with some force, or the 
hammer might have hit against the desk 
and thus exploded the shell. It was un- 
doubtedly by some such causé that the 
gun was discharged. for Mr. Abbott was 
the most careful of sportsmen in the 
handling of weapons. It is said that in 
returning from a hunting trip he never 
placed his guns in a wagon without first 
extracting the shells.”

It is west of the 
Duluth bridge, across the Grindstone, and 
at the northwest edge of the town, where 
there was a millpond of considerable 
depth.and probably 400 feet wide. On the 
bank nearest the town stood the plant of 
the Brennan ‘Lumber company. A num- 
ber of persons were seen making their way 
to the water of the pond down the alleys 
between the piles of burning lumber. 

There is no basis for an accurate approx- 
imation of how many there were. One 
thing is certain, no one who went into it 
ever came back. .To theintense heat of 
the burning lumber and the suffocating 
volume of smoke which it alone produced,

WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN, 
~Ageicultural Bureau For 
the Week Ending Sept. 3.” 

Boston, Sept. 5. — Following is the 
weather-crop bulletin for the week ending 
Sept. 38, issued by the New England 
weather service, in co-operation with the 
‘Massachusetts and Maine state boards of 
agriculture. 

The drought is now reported by most 
correspondents, except in central Vermont 
and in central and northern Maine, as the 
Worst on rd; Even where the light: 
showers and heavy dews havé kept vege- 
tation refreshed and growing, though but 
slowly, the wells and streams have been 
pire lower and lower; many-that never 

ave been known mil before are now 
ary or nearly so. It makes very favorable 
conditions for work on meadows and bog 
lands and many are improying the oppor- 
tunity. The fruit and forest trees are now 
beginning to show the effects of the 
drought in their drying and falling leaves, 

In northern New Hampshire grass is 
looking fairly green, pastures are still very 
good and inost crops are doing well. Po- 
tatoes are turning out fairly well, with 
very little rot reported. In southern coun- 

Correspondents in Orange county, in 
central Vermont, report in good 
‘condition, and the -streams and wells: no 
lower.than is usual at this time of year. 
Their crops are doing very well and rowen 
is being harvested. _But in Chittenden 
county and southern Vermont thedrought 
is pronounced a serious matter both to 
crops and to pasture and fleld land. Po- 
tatoes are turning out fairly well, though 
they are rotting badly in Orleans county.
